Splendid Showing of State Fair. 

The splendid work done by J. W. 
Newman of Versailles, Secretaiy of 
the State Fair is shown in the annual 
report made to Commissioner of Agri- 
culture Rankin of the eighth annual 
State Fair. The net profits this year 
amounted to $20,10?.88, a gain of near- 
ly $1,090 over last year. The profits 
ill 1909 were $19,360.83, and in J908 
$13,264.52, cr a gain of nearly $8,000 
since Newmanl took charge of the 
fair. Newman says the state now has 
a plant of which a conservative value 
would be about $400,000. 

He recommends in his report that 
the State Fish Hatchery secured for 
Kentucky by Congressman Swager 
Sherley and Senator Thomas H. Payn- 
ter and W. O. Bradley be erected on 
the ground adjoining the State Fair 
site on which the State has an option 
and which adjoins the Ohio River.

This is th»' fourth disastrous fire of 
large proportion^ that Millersburg has 
suffered since 1884. The two business 
squares were almost entirely wiped 
out on the morning of October 9, 1907 ; 
the Millersburg Female College with 
all its contents went up in smoke. 

About forty people are now rendered 
homeless, some of these will need help 
and the citizens of Millersburg will 
come to the rescue of all who are 
worthy. The L. & N. depot will be re* 
fciiilt immediately. 

The losses sustained as a result of 
the fire fall considerably under those 
estimated Tuesday, the total loss, ac- 
cording to revised figures, which are 
as near correct as could be ascertain- 
ed, will reach $67,900, which is only 
partially covered by insurance. The 
individual losses with amount of insur- 
ance carried are as follows :

Burglars mounted on 'motorcycles 
made a raid of Tuesday of six small 
towns in Boyle county, covrelng a 
stretch of 34 miles along the C incin- 
pati Southern Railway.

At Shelby City the burglars were 
frightened away from the postofiice 
building. 

At Ju.ncticn City tho robbers were 
s'.:ot at by a youtg man who occupied 
the second story of a builuing. At 
Danville they attempted to break into 
a restaurant on Beatty avenue, but 
were frightened away. Burglars have 
been operating in that locality for six 
months, and all efforts to trail them 
with bloodhounds have proven futile, 
indicating that they are using automo- 
biles or some similar means of making 
their escapes. 



Kei Cress Seals to be Sold in 
the State. 

VVhst .$10,COO for Red Cross seals 
will do in the way of checking con- 
s-imption in this state is explained in 
the following bulletin issued from the 
oeffie of the Kentucky association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis. in Louisville : 

“Counting every available bed for 
consumptives in Kentucky, there are 
not at the present time accommoda- 
tions for hardly 125 tuberculosis pa- 
tients. This is ju.st about one bed for 
every 160 consumptives in tiie State. 
If sufficient hospital accommodations 
are provided only for those who are 
too poor to pay the full price for their 
treatment fully 10,000 more beds in 
special ‘institutions for tubeiculosia 
would be needed at once. The immen- 
se outlay necessary to provide and 
maintain so many beds in hospitals 
makes it imperative that such [institu- 
tions be erected from public money, 
either municipal, county or State. In 
order to get appropriations for public 
hospitals for tuberculosis, agitation is 
necessary, and in order to create a 
campaign of agitation, organization 
is demanded. But in order that an or- 
ganization may carry on an effective 
campaign funds are needed. 

“These funds it is proposed to secure 
in as many communities as possible 
from the sale of red cross seals. 

“The State Association cites one il- 
lustration of the way in which a small 
sum spent in education has secured 
large appropriations. The New York 
State Charities Aid Association in the 
three years, 19U8, 1909 and 1910, has- 
spent in the up-State portion of Newf 
York about $55,000 in arousing people 
to the dangers of tuberculosis. As u 
direct result of the public sentiment 
produced by this outlay, the State, 
county and municipal authorities al- 
ready have appropriated for tubercu- 
losis work $1,600,000, and appropri- 
ations for hundreds of thousands of 
dollars are pending. Hundreds of hos- 
pital beds have been provided and the 
association already aims for ‘No Un- 
eared fer Tuberculosis in 1915.’ 

“Thus if $10,000 realized from the 
sale of red cross seals, thousands more 
will be £ deled (o it frem the public 
treasuries. Last year 87.807 stamps 
were sold outside of Louisville. It is 
aimed this year to sell a million of the 
‘seals’ for the State campaign. 

“Ihe Kentucky Federation cf Wo- 
men’s Clubs will ^have charge cf the 
sale cf the 'seals’ in all cities where 
they have clubs. Address all com-

of Missoular, Mont., or nearly one 
hundred miles. At its widest point 
this bum has a width of about forty 
miles, but its shape isvery irregular. 

It was really a union of a number of 
separate fires, driven to fury by the 
fierce hurt i.ane of August 26. To th« 
west of the Idaho-Montana boundary 
in the region of this fire lies a very 
inaccessible mountainous country, into 
which, on account of the absence of 
trails and of forage, it was almost im- 
possible for the forces of fire fighters 
to penetrate. Whe.n the hurricane 
arose it drove the fire upon the parties 
whichfwere hewing a way towards 
them, force these parties to seek re- 
fuge wherever it couldd be found, and 
swept down upon the forests where 
the fires were up to that time gener- 
ally well in hand. The extensive loss- 
es are ascribed to the combination of 
hurricane and lack of means to get to 
the fires and put them out before the 
storm came. On the forests which 
were best equipped for controlling 
fires the results achieved are regarded 
as a demonstration of Jthe efficacy of 
the fire fighting methods employed, 
even under highly adverse natural con- 
ditions. 

It is beileved that last sumu.er’s 
fires either burned up or killed be- 
tween one and two per cent of the to- 
tal stand i.of national forest timber. 
At the present rate of cutting from 
the national forests six billion feet is 
equal to twelve years’ supply ; but it 
is less than one sixth of a single year’s 
cut in the entire country, or enough 
to keep all our lumber mills busy for 
something under two months.

A resolulion|com- 
mending Mr. LeBus was offered by 
Mr. S. T. Goran, a Democratic mem- 
ber of the State Senate, and seconded 
hy Mr. Scott Brown of Franklin. In 
remarks prefacing the resolution, Sena- 
tor Gorham paid a high tribute to the 
courage and ability of the President, 
and said that he believed all were con- 
vinced that at all times he had acted 
for the best interests of the growers 
and the industry and the pooling 
movement.

Hargis Men are Being Killed Off. 

Hargis men are being killed at the 
rate of one a week in Breathitt coun- 
ty according to a well known citizm 
of Breathitt who was in 'Frankfort a 
tew days ago. He said that on Quick- 
sand Creek in Breathitt, there have 
been four men killed during the last 
few weeks, and all of them were 
known as Hargis men. He says .the 
killi’'g of John Abner was simply an 
outcropping of the old feud and that 
the only reason for killiig Abner was 
because he was friendly to “Ed” Cal- 
lahan and the late James Hargis. As 
to the killing of Matt Crawford, who 
was also known as a Hargis man, it 
was stated that the feud had nothin? 
to do with this affair, it growing cut 
of the whisky cases in Breathitt. 

This citizen of Breathitt, who his 
kept out of the troubles in his home 
county, taking neither side cf the 
question, said that it is certainly more 
than a coincidence that all the men 
killed in Breathitt county duiing the 
last year have been Hargis men, who 
were friends of the former Judge 
when he was alive and who are now 
friendly to Callahan. He stated, too 
that the killing of men in Breathitt 
has not stepped, and that there are 
just as many killings new as there 
ever were, even when James ^Hargis 
was alive. 

Many of the killings in Brcatl itt, 
tne vi.sitor stated are liot reported in 
the daily papers, and for, that reason 
not as much is heard of conditions in 
Breathitt as was heard when the fight 
was being made on Hargis and his fol- 
lowers. Must of the men slain, he 
says, are not of prominence, and for 
that reason not much attention is paid 
to the killing outside of Breaihitt 
county. He told some cf the inside 
sccry of same of the killings and 
makes it appear that Breathitt is 
worse now than it ever was before, 
with life less safe there.
